The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the invention I lacks 
the same or corresponding special technical features such as the insulation layer having 
pattern of invention II or the recess of invention III, the invention II lacks the same or 
corresponding special technical features of the insulation layer and the resistive element 
formed in upright surface as noted in the invention III, and where the arrangement of 
layers of invention I can be formed by lamination instead of plating or printing technique 
as noted in inventions II and III. 
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The inventions are further distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product as claimed can be made by another 
and materially different process where the insulation layer can be formed without any 
pattern, the arrangement of layers can be formed by lamination instead of plating or 
printing technique. 

Inventions I and ill are directed to related product. The related inventions are 
distinct if the (1 ) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can 
have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the 
inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as 
claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.05fl). In the instant case, the 
inventions as claimed, each has a materially different design, mode of operation, 
function, or effect from one another, for example, there is no recesses required in 
invention I but invention III where such recesses are formed by punching. Furthermore, 
the inventions as claimed do not encompass overlapping subject matter and there is 
nothing of record to show them to be obvious variants. 

Inventions II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
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modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
designs, modes of operation, and effects. For instant, there is no recess required in 
invention II which is evidence showing different designs and modes of operation from 
invention III and also they are clearly not disclosed as capable of use together as the 
process of invention II can not provide the resulting product including 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02) and the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized divergent 
subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
